The  students,  in  consultation  with  a 
faculty  sponsor  from  the  department 
where  the  work  will  be  most  heavily 
concentrated,  will  determine  the  number 
of  papers  they  will  write.  They  will 
establish  clear  criterion  for  determining 
grades  and  choose  their  own  meeting 
place  and  times.  Group  sizes  will  range 
from  four  to  10  students.  They  will  also 
grade  each  other.

Sierra  Club  says 


River  damage  sure

Charges  that  the  proposed  new  road 
through  Provo  Canyon  will  destroy  the 
river,  eliminate  parks,  upset  natural 
springs  and  cause  a geological  disturbance 
“of  major  magnitude”  were  voiced 
recently  at  a public  meeting  of  the  Sierra 
Club.

“If  the  Americans 
lounce  cease-fire  and  the  puppet  government  does  not, 
mdly  forces  are  to  continue  fighting.” 

i’he  documents,  picked  up  in  the  past  two  weeks,  were  issued 
zx  Oct.  31,  the  date  Hanoi  still  insists  President  Nixon  had 
finally  agreed  to  for  the  signing  of  a cease-fire  agreement.  They 
nsist  of  orders  and  notebooks  kept  by  political  cadre 
itaining  indoctrination  lessons  for  a cease-fire  in  the  Saigon 
a. 

t)ther  documents  picked  up  in  the  same  period  indicate  the 
mmunists  are  planning  a noisy,  violence-strewn  reception  for  a 
cse-fire  in  Saigon,  Da  Nang  and  some  of  the  other  big  urban 
:as,  where  they  never  have  had  firm  control. 

Stir  up  violence  among  high  school  and  university  students, 
ty  cadre  in  Saigon  are  advised.  “Form  movements  to  protect 


draft  dodgers  and  disobey  laws.  Seize  control  of  the  central  areas, 
especially  the  laborers’  quarters.” 

Sapper  units  moving  into  Da  Nang  are  ordered  to  “concentrate 
on  eliminating  tyrants  and  ringleaders ...  therefore  the 
clandestine  transportation  of  big  weapons  is  not  necessary.” 

The  idea  is  to  get  the  people  to  provoke  a violent  reaction  on 
the  part  of  the  government. 

“We  must  incite  the  people  to  light  firecrackers,  organize 
unicorn  festival  dances  and  parades,  hang  and  light  lanterns  . . . 
We  must  motivate  the  vendors  in  the  market  not  to  sell,  students 
not  to  listen  to  their  teachers  and  workers  not  to  work.” 

In  both  Saigon  and  Da  Nang,  as  well  as  in  heavily  populated 
Binh  Dinh  Province,  party  faithful  are  ordered  to  provide  the 
people  with  “flags,  megaphones,  posters  and  banners”  to  trumpet 
cease-fire  as  a great  Communist  victory.  Suggested  slogan:  “Down 
with  Nguyen  Van  Thieu,  form  the  government  of  national 
concord.” 

Political  cadres  are  warned  that  “the  confusing  time  will  be 
very  short,”  so  they  must  get  to  work  immediately  in  such 
projects  as  “pressuring  Buddhist  leaders  to  pray  for  peace  and 
organize  peace  marches  through  the  streets”  and  encouraging 
“servicemen’s  dependents  to  call  back  their  husbands.” 


group,  said  the  current  plan  for  the  road 
has  it  crossing  a major  landslide  area. 
Drilling  investigations  by  the  Highway 
Department  have  confirmed  the  presence 
of  fault  zones  in  the  Wicks  landslide  area, 
which  might  cause  any  road  built  in  the 
zone  to  slip  and  require  a great  deal  of 
maintenance,  she  added. 

The  landslide  acts  as  a sponge  in 
collecting  water  from  springs  that  serve 
Provo’s  water  supply.  Increased  pressure 
from  a road  built  on  the  slide  could  alter 
the  flow  of  water  and  divert  it  into  a fault 
zone  where  it  would  be  lost  to  the  city, 
said  Mrs.  Hayes. 

Complaints  were  voiced  that  no  other 
alternatives  than  a new  four-lane  road 
through  the  canyon  were  being  discussed. 
Mrs.  Hayes  quoted  a member  of  the 
Highway  Department  as  having  told  her, 
“We’ve  spent  too  much  money  on  this 
design,  and  if  you  don’t  like  it,  we’ll  take 
our  money  elsewhere.” 

“There  are  so  many  alternatives,  but  I 
keep  getting  the  feeling  that  the  guys 
planning  the  road  are  lazy,”  agreed 
Lowell  Christensen,  a member  of  the 
advisory  committee  preparing  a master 
plan  for  the  canyon.  “We  estimate  that 
there  are  at  least  1 7 places  where  passing 
lanes  could  be  constructed  along  the 
present  route  and  at  least  six  places  where 
four  lanes  could  be  put  through.” 

Paul  Thorne,  Utah  County 
Commissioner  of  Roads,  said,  “The 
Highway  Department  has  made  mistakes, 
but  they’re  honest  mistakes.  I don’t  think 
they’re  trying  to  bulldoze  this  through.  If 
there  are  enough  people  that  want  it 
stopped,  it  will  be  stopped.”

A specialist  in  thermodynamics, 
Dr.  Ott  has  penned  over  30 
scholarly  publications  including 
the  textbook,  “Chemical 
Thermodynamics:  An 
Introduction.”  A second  textbook 
is  forthcoming  before  the  year’s 
end. 

Chemistry  Dept,  professor,  Dr. 
Ott  has . earned  recognition  by 
students  for  his  ability  to  present 
difficult  material  in  an 
easy-to-assimilate  fashion. 
Extensive  knowledge  of  subject 
matter,  enthusiasm  and 
preparation  are  factors  cited  by 
students  nominating  the 
professor,  as  keys  to  his 
well-organized  lecture  technique. 

Blue  Key  Honor  Fraternity  and 
the  Academics  Office  sponsored 
the  doctor  in  receiving  the  award. 
Scholarship  in  his  field  of  study, 
was  another  factor  considered  in 
his  selection. 

While  at  BYU  Dr.  Ott  has 
received  a Karl  G.  Maeser  research 
award  and  an  “Outstanding 
Alumnus”  award  from  Dixie 
College.  He  obtained  his  B.S.  and 
M.S.  degrees  from  BYU  in  1955 
and  1957.  Doctoral  work  was 
completed  at  the  University  of 
California  at  Berkeley.  While 
there,  he  did  research  on  low 
temperature  calorimetry  under 


Nobel  Prize  Laureate  W.  F. 
Giauque.

CAPE  KENNEDY,  Fla.- Apollo  17,  perhaps  man’s  last  visit  to  the 
moon  for  decades,  is  ready  to  blast  off  tonight  on  America’s  most 
spectacular  manned  space  launching. 

The  smoothest  countdown  in  Apollo  history  ticked  flawlessly  toward 
a 7:53  MST  liftoff  in  the  first  afterdark  launching  of  a U.S.  manned 
flight,  a fiery  event  expected  to  draw  half  a million  visitors  to  the  Cape 
Kennedy  area.

Theme  for  this  year’s  Christmas 
issue  is  “Good  Will  Toward  Men.” 
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Don’t  blame  thermometer 
for  the  fever  contracted 

Who  said  it?  That  is  really  the  question  . . . 

Take  any  line  from  a Shakespear  play  and  somebody’s  bound  to  say 
“that’s  what  Shakespeare  said  about  that.” 

But  the  playwright  didn’t  say  that-one  of  his  dramatic  characters 
did.  Far  from  being  a piece  of  the  bard’s  wisdom,  it  most  likely  is  a 
sentiment  he  put  in  the  mouth  of  a character  he  liked  or  disliked. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  to  know  what  Shakespeare  himself  thought 
about  any  fundamental  question.  His  genius  lay  in  his  ability  to  place 
himself  into  1,000  minds  and  hearts,  to  take  one  position  after 
another  and  make  it  sound  plausible  and  sincere. 

This  is  why,  for  centuries,  Shakespearean  students  have  quarreled 
about  the  “real”  Shakespeare -some  claiming  him  as  an  aristocrat, 
others  as  a Democrat,  some  as  a religious  man  and  others  as  an  atheist. 
There  is  no  resolving  these  disputes  even  his  privately  printed  sonnets 
do  not  reveal  the  full  man  to  us. 

The  way  an  author  feels  about  our  attributing  sentiments  to  him  that 
are  expressed  in  his  fiction  was  brought  out  by  W.  S.  Gilbert  in  a trial 
for  libel  just  before  the  turn  of  the  century.  He  was  on  the  witness 
stand  as  the  plaintiff,  and  the  defense  lawyer  quoted  a statement  from 
one  of  Gilbert’s  plays,  trying  to  show  that  Gilbert  actually  believed  the 
opposite, of  what  . he  was  saying  on  the  stand. 

“Those  were  the  words,”  Gilbert  retorted,  “of  a character  in  my  play. 
They  were  not  my  words.  I wrote  them,  but  I do  not  hold  myself 
responsible  for  anything  a fictional  character  happens  to  say.” 


THE  READING  PUBLIC  should  be  aware  of  this  at  all  times,  right 
down  to  reading  the  Daily  Universe.  It  has  been  suggested  by  some  that 
if  we  run  a wire  story  from  New  York  City  where  the  judge  has  ruled 
that  nothing  is  pornographic,  we  are  agreeing  as  a paper,  in  a sense, 
because  we  have  run  the  article. 

However,  as  in  the  case  of  the  author  and  his  plays,  many  ideas  are 
usually  presented  by  a paper  in  its  pages  or  by  a single  writer  in  a piece 
to  illuminate  a subject  from  many  sides  rather  than  taking  a stand. 
Unless  an  article  is  signed  by  a particular  person  and  is  an  opinion,  it 
may  not  be  at  all  representative  of  his  views. 

Unless  an  editorial  appears  in  this  column  using  the  third  person  “we 
feel,”  etc.,  it  is  not  the  opinion  of  the  Daily  Universe  as  a whole.  And  it 
may  never  be  assumed  that  because  the  Universe  says  so,  BYU  says  so, 
and  conversely,  the  LDS  Church  says  so. 

This  is  ignoring  the  fact  that  in  no  wise  can  officials  of  the  University 
or  the  Council  of  the  Twelve  read  every  piece  of  copy  before  it  appears 
each  morning.  Accounting  for  human  error  and  the  great  diversity  of 
thought  on  any  given  subject,  accept  nothing  as  the  last  word— only 
additional  input  for  your  decision  on  what  should  be  the  last  word. 

A special  request 

“A  lot  of  pertinent  subjects  such  as  women  in  professional  roles  and 
women’s  lib  should  be  explained  to  BYU  females,”  according  to  Kathy 
Christensen,  ASBYU  vice-president  of  Women’s  Activities,  and  we  agree 
wholeheartedly. 

Yet  to  date,  BYU  women  have  been  exposed,  courtesy  of  the 
Women’s  Office,  to  candle  making,  powderpuff  car  mechanics,  singing 
birthday  cards,  decoupage,  macrame,  pumpkin  carving,  quilting, 
babysitting,  bridal  faires,  a bake-off  and  a “Two  on  a Shoestring”  week. 
Publicity  for  a Women’s  Office  showing  of  “Tales  of  Terror”  instructed 
femme  fatales  to  “hold  on  for  dear  life',  and  scream  a little,”  so  their 
boyfriend  would  “dig  it.”  A car  mechanics  course  promised  to  teach 
talents  that  would  “drive  your  man  wild.” 

While  there  is  a time  and  place  for  lighter  activities,  the  age  of  the 
fascinating  woman  Who  clings  to  “her  man”  in  horror  movies  is  long 
gone.  There  is  a serious  neglect  on  campus  of  the  woman  who  seeks  a 
little  academic  orientation  from  her  representative  in  student 
government.  What  of  the  woman  in  literature  and  the  arts,  the  woman 
in  politics,  the  woman  in  community  affairs,  the  woman  in  a career 
field,  the  woman  in  education,  not  to  mention  the  woman  in  the 
university  community? 

While  there  is  certainly  a need  to  satisfy  the  homemaking  drives  of 
the  average  coed,  perhaps  that  need  can  be  met  within  the 
comprehensive  programs  of  the  Relief  Society  without  duplication  in 
the  ASBYU  offices. 

We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  upcoming  Women’s  Week  plans 
emphasis  on  culture,  service  and  wisdom.  We  hope  that  this  will  set  a 
precedent  for  next  semester’s  activities.

In  honoring  BYU  Code 


Many  students  and  faculty  members  have 
commented  over  the  past  few  weeks  on  the 
increasing  number  of  Honor  Code  violations, 
specifically  in  the  area  of  BYU  dress  and  grooming 
standards.  In  attempting  to  isolate  the  reasons  for 
short  skirts,  blue  jeans,  and  long  hair,  we  recognize  a 
variety  of  rationales  ranging  from  trends  in  fashion 
to  peer  approval  to  empty  wallets. 

We  also  recognize  that  there  are  problems  of 
definition  and  inconsistencies  in  the  enforcement. 
Furthermore,  we  readily  acknowledge  the  fact  that 
a short  skirt,  long  hair,  or  grubby  attire  doesn ’t 
necessarily  mean  that  a person  is  evil,  just  as  many 
outward  signs  of  virtue  do  not  make  one  good 
within  (or  in  someone  else’s  words:  “Just  going  to 
church  every  Sunday  doesn ’t  make  you  any  more  a 
Christian  than  spending  the  night  in  the  garage 
makes  you  a Chevrolet ”).

We  have  been  taught  that  we  are 
the  modern  day  children  of  Israel  the  Lord’s 
own  people.  Don’t  allow  yourself  to  develop 
that  kind  of  mental  lock-step  response  or 
psychological  dependency  upon  the 
ever-changing  fads  of  the  world,  which  seeks  to 
dictate  our  dress  and  grooming  patterns  solely 
for  its  own  profit.

I read  with  great  interest  and 
sympathy  the  letters  of  Mr. 
Cunningham  and  Mr.  White.  I,  too,  am 
in  vehement  opposition  to  militarism, 
but  I think  a very  vital  point  has  been 
completely  side-stepped  by  both 
letters:  the  morality  of  the  draft  itself. 

The  draft  is  nothing  more  or  less 
than  the  government  claiming  the  right 
to  dispose  of  the  lives  of  its  citizens  in 
any  manner  it  chooses,  without  their 
consent.  This  is,  and  should  be 
recognized  as  a blatant  violation  of  the 


Thirteenth  Amendment:  “Neither 
slavery  of  involuntary  servitude”  shall 
exist  within  the  United  States. 

There  can  be  no  question  that 
forcing  a man  against  his  will  to  fight 
in  a jungle  half-way  around  the  world 
in  defense  of  a corrupt  military  regime 
is  indeed  “involuntary  servitude.” 

No  person,  group,  or  government 
ever  has  the  right  to  initiate  the  use  of 
force  against  anyone  else.  Force  can 
only  be  legitimately  used  in 
self-defense.  Therefore,  the  chief 
responsibility  of  government  is  to 
protect  those  governed  from  those  who 
would  forcibly  interfere  with  their 
lives,  whether  it  be  criminals  from 
within,  or  other  nations  from  without. 

In  the  case  of  the  draft,  the 
government  has  forsaken  its  role  as 
protector  and  become  the  aggressor  by 
initiating  the  use  of  force  against  its 
own  citizens,  if  they  refuse  to  give 
their  bodies  as  weapons  of  destruction.

The  pro  football  draft  is  not  till 
January,  but  BYU  Head  Coach 
La  Veil  Edwards  is  predicting  now 
perhaps  as  many  as  six  Cougars 
will  be  grabbed  in  the  professional 
draw. 

Coach  Edwards  Tuesday  listed. 
Paul  Howard,  tackle,  Dan  Hansen, 
safety;  Pete  VanValkenburg;  John 
Monahan,  kicker  and  tackle; 
Logan  Hunter,  split-end,  and  Bill 
August,  quarterback,  as  all 
possibly  going  in  the  draft. 

“It’s  really  hard  to  say  right 
now  who  will  be  drafted,”  said 
Edwards,  “but  I feel  these  men 
have  good  chances.” 

The  Cougar  head  man  said  he 
wouldn’t  want  to  say  who  out  of 
the  group  might  to  in  the  highest 
round  but  added  several  of  the 
players  might  go  in  'the  high 
rounds. 

Coach 'Edwards  also  said  all  of 
the  six  men  had  been  contacted 
by  professional  scouts  but  quickly 
added  this  doesn’t  mean  the  six 
will  be  drafted. 

“We  really  have  no  way  of 
knowing  exactly,”  he  said.  “In  the 
past  we’ve  had  kids  contacted 
who  have  never  been  drafted.” 

However,  Edwards  said  he  felt 
confident  about  this  group 
because  of  its  size,  strength  and 
speed. 

“The  pros  are  looking  for  good 
physical  dimensions,  and  these 
boys  have  them,”  he  remarked. 

Out  of  the  six  possibilities, 
Coach  Edwards  s a i d_ 
VanValkenburg,  August  and 
Hunter  surprised  him  most  this 
year  in  developing  into 
professional  prospects. 

VanValkenburg  ended  the 
season  as  the  nation’s  leading

rusher.  Hunter  was  the  Cougar’s 
top  pass  receiver  and  August,  with 
help  from  another  quarterback, 
Dave  Terry,  guided  the  club  to  a 
7-4  record. 

Edwards  said  this  year’s  group 
of  pro  prospects  was  probably  the 
largest  the  school  has  ever  had.

The  head  coach  also  projected 
fewer  than  usual  Western  Athletic 
Conference  players  would  go  in 
the  draft  this  year,  but  the  ones 
that  would  be  drafted  would  be 
picked  high.

Rodgers  is  Heisman  pick 


NEW  YORK  (AP)  - Johnny 
Rodgers,  Nebraska’s  sensational 
all-purpose  back,  was  awarded  the 
Heisman  Trophy  today  as  the 
most  outstanding  collegiate 
football  player  of  1972. 

Rodgers  received  1,310  points 
from  electors  and  Oklahoma 
running  back  Greg  Pruitt  was 
second  with  966,  followed  by 
Rodgers’  Nebraska  teammate, 
middle  guard  Rich  Glover,  who 
gamed  652  points. 

Rodgers,  a 21 -year-old  English 
major  from  Omaha,  Neb., 
overcame  sporadic  adversity 
dealing  with  whether  his  youthful 
brushes  with  the  law  should  affect 
his  consideration  as  a Heisman 
Trophy  candidate. 

The  brilliant  runner-receiver- 
kick  returner  received  301  first 
place  votes  to  Pruitt’s  1 17.  Glover 
got  99. 

The  announcement  was  made 
by  Neill  A.  McAllister,  president 
of  the  Downtown  Athletic  Club 
of  New  York  which  sponsored  the 
38th  annual  award. 

Louisiana  State  quarterback 
Bert  Jones  finished  fourth  with 
35  1 points  and  61  first-place 
nominations,  Alabama 
quarterback  Terry  Davis  was  next 
with  33  8 and  62  firsts  and 
quarterback  John  Hufnagel  of 


Penn  State  was  sixth  with  292 
points  and  62  votes  for  first. 

Earlier,  two  former  Heisman 
winners  agreed  the  award  should 
be  given  on  the  basis  of 
performance  on  the  field  with  no 
regard  for  what  a man  might  do 
off  it.
